sterdam dispatch to the Ex 
change Telegraph Co., says 
that the German chancellor, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
has published an authorized 
statement in the semi-official 
North German Gazette that 
he indorses the speech deliv 
ered at Breslau, July 20, by 
Philipp Scheidemann, a So- 
cialist member of the Reich- 
stag, in which Scheidemann 
asserted that the chancellor 
was opposed to the annexa- 
tion of Belgium and to other 
far-reaching plans for Pan- 
G e r m a n expansion. The 
chancellor has been challeng- 
ed to discredit Scheide 
mann's speech. 


Heir Scheidemann, in his speech at 


Breslau. referred to a publication by 
the Belgian minister of state, Kmilp 
Vamlcrvelde, in which the chancellor's 
policy was described as aiminir at the 
annexation of Belgium and all the oc- 
cupied French districts. 


He added that when six Pan-German 


associations a year ago .submitted to 
the chancellor their project of con- 
quest, several Socialists protested to 
Dr. von Hethmann-IIolIwes; who, he 
said, declared that he rejected and 
firmly disapproved of such plans.

Former state senator, D. Mead Mnssie, of ChilUcollic-, lias recent- 


ly published a little vulumo deiiliiiR with MIC early history mid early 
ICttlers of that porlion ol' tin; Scioto valley. Jt contains niucli inter- 
esting and authentic data concerning the prices of both necessities 
and luxuries in the scheme of living. 


The prices of commodities in Ohio in the early years of the nine 


'tccnth century are in strange contrast with those that prevail today. 
Jtr. Massie obtains them from the account books of the Chillicothe 
merchants of a century and more a go- 


One of the most interest ing things in connection with the. prices 


Of early days, as compared with the prices of today, is the manner 
in which they have varied. That is to say, some commodities were 
t« be liad in the earlier days much cheaper than at: present, while 
others were so dear that the price seemed prohibitive. For instance, 
-•pork sold at two and a half cents a pound, but cotton hose were 
"worth two dollars and a half per pair. 


Bandana handkerchiefs, now selling at live and ten cents each, 


-«old then for a dollar each, but a good cow could be purchased for 
nine dollars. 
The cheapest calico was fifty cents a yard, and cloth 


for a suit cost seven dollars a yard. Hut the tailor charged only 
three dollars and a half for making the cloth into a suit, while no 
^votnan hired anybody to make her a. dress out of the. calico. 
V 
Tea sold in the early days at two dollars and a half a pound, 


and sugar at thirty-seven cents. Suit brot two dollars a bushel, and 
whisky fifty cents a gallon. 
Iron spoons were two dollars a dozen, 


.jMid shoes three dollars and a half a pair. But shoes were not. kept 
'in stock; they were made to order by the cobbler. Wages were about 
Jfifty cents a day for common labor, and ran a,s high as two dollars 
jt day for skilled labor.
